Ikitlik, fcr wlki^se ettota tbr iJaiairal principle 
is in nftwise answeitible. It wns Htuled in tke 
6ew>ud chapter of the “iJeveu I^ompa,” (‘hat, 
unless ItixniJ had enervated and subtlety falHified 
the Gothic forms, Eoman tmditions eoultJ not 
have prevailetl agninst- them \ uml, alfhongli 
these enervated and false conditions ars aliriost 
inilatitlv colonreit bj? the classical inUnefietf, it 
wonld ntterly unfidr to lay to the charge of 
that influente the first deboaetnent of the earlier 
schools, whiuh had lofit tlie strength nf their 
system befhte they eoulil he strock bV the 
plague. 

§ JCV,* Tiie date at vhich corrupt fiirnif of 
Gothic first prerailed over the early aiuiplirity 
of the Vtnetian ty^jes can. be rletcnnined in an 
instant on the atejs of the choir of the Church 
of St. John and Paul. t>n osir left hand, as 
enter, is the tomb of the ttoge Marco ConuuO] 
who died in ISfiT. It is rich and fully dove- 
loped Gothic, irilVi croekfits and tniala, but not 
vet nttaining any fe 5 :tmvn.gaiit development. 
Opposite to it is that of the Doge Andrea 
Jloropini, who died in 13S2. Its Gothic ia 
vtdaptnniis!, and over-wnonght; the crocket« are 
bold and florid, and the Baotznous -finial tepTf*- 
sents a stutue of St. Michael. There ie no ei- 
esnse for the antiquaries who, huring this tomb 
befnre ihemi «mld have attributed the severe

warknmu ; being utterly oppoieil to that radis- 
ness oi savage ness on whinhj aa mw aliove, 
tJie oohilitv of the elder Bohoob in great part 
dflitenda. But, ioaTcnneh oa the inno^TitlnfLs 
were Fonmleil cm aoine of the moHt beatitifnl 
exampli^ of nrt.^ and Leaded by some of 
the grc^ateit imfiii that the world ever saw, and 
ae the GoLMn with which they interfered 
cornnit and ^ailnelesaj the first appearance of I he 
KecLEiLaiiauee foelliig had the appearance of a 
heriUhy moveo^nt,^ A new energy replaced

§ TVij, Fofj obeorve here very careftilly^ the 
Itemii-saiiiioe principle, ns it conBistcrl in a de^ 
nmnd for traivertrni poefection, ij quite dihtmtrt 
from the IJemnissanco prmiiipb as it eoosiiits in 
a damaiiLl for clafidcal and ttumiin ftyrmd of 
perfuctiom And if 1 bad space to follow out 
the subject, us t should doBiM^ I would firat 
endeayonr to asiwrtdn what might have been the 
coune of the art of Europe if no manuMriptF 
of cliiSisical anihona had been rccoveiedy imrl mt 
mmfiins of ek.ssieal architecture left, in the fif- 
teentli century; so tliat the exeentive iHfffoetdoq 
to wliitfh the eBTorts of all great men hod ItindtMl 
for five hundred yeari?^ and whioh now afc hi>t 
wiiH rtmcheih might ktve been tdJtiwed to de¬ 
velop in its awn natural anfi projjer form, 
in eono^eetioii with Lke sirchiLectmral structure 
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of earliw sdioolR^ This refinement and perfei>

B}TQiiitinp types* So soan as the cki^ 5 ical en- 
thnsiaflTii required the hiUiibhiEieiit of Gothir 
forms, it mts aatumi ilwit the YeTietian rniad 
ehooM ItETu hack wrtli a^ectioa tu the Byrnn- 
t ine mode lit m which the roond arches ^nd 
Himpli:- fihttJlii, neeeseitJiled by reeeot Inw^ were 
preflerited under a farm consecrated hj the 
TLsage of their micestflr^. And, necordjngly 
the first distiaet s^hml of architecture whieh 
arose under the new dynasty wjy. one in 
which the mctlnxl of inkyiug marble, and the 
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forinfi of sluift ajtih^ juJopt-ed 

from the btuldings of the twulffh centurir and 
a|ip|]ed with tie ntmomt possible reEnemeats 
of mtidem BfcilJ. Both at ^'eronii niid Tcnk-e 
tie reauUiug architecttue ia esceeiirngiy- b«ia- 
tiftil. At Wtona it is, imleed, lets Bjzantiiie, 
hnt posset^g a chaniet.ef of richness and tender- 
neas nlmoat peenliar to that city.* At Venice 
it u more severe, but jet adorned with SLiiljrtTLre 
which, for sharpness of touch and delitncy of 
minute form, rannot be rivullad, and rendeml 
espeoidUy brilliaut and beaiitifnl by the intro- 
daetjou of those iii lai i l circles of coionrwi marble, 
serpentine, and i^otphyry, by which PhiUippji 
tie Commynes was so mneh struck on his first 
entrance into the city. Tie two mu^ft refined 
Huilding» in tins style in Venice are, the smjiJl 
(.aiuTch of the Miracoli, and the Sooola di San 
Marco beside the CliBrci of Pt. John and St, 
Paul. The noblest is the Kiu Fapide of the 
liical Palace. The Casa I>ario, and Casa 
hiiilsoni, on the tiTnud i’anal, are extjuirite* 
esunples of the sehool, as appli«1 to domi*etic

eractly soft euoggh to alJow the seulfaor to 
ivork it without force, and tmee on it the finest 
lines of ftnished farm j and yet w haid tu nei’er 
to betray the touch or mouldar away beneath 
the steel; and so adtuimbly cryatolliied, and 
of such itennuiieiit elemeuts, that no rain dbi- 
aolves it, no time chnngies it, no atmosphere de- 
eouposeis it: once shaped, it is shaped fi>r ever 
anleu subjected to actual violence or attrition.

I xdix. Xow nil this evil was, of course, ent irely 
indepeoflent of the renewal of the study of Pagan 
writers. But. that renewal found the faith of 
Clirifftendom already weakened and divided; 
and therefnre it wad itself pcoductive of an effect 
tenfold greater than could have been appre¬ 
hended from it at another time* It acteil , 
m before noticed, in leading the attention of all 
men tn wordif instead of thmga; for it wn.^ 
discovered that the langmige of the rniddle ages 
hjuJ been comipt, and the prlnud object of every 
scholar bemme now to purify his style- To thLi 
sttuly of wonls, that of forma being added, both 
as of maltcES of the first inipartimce, half the 
intellect of the age was at; once absorbed in the 
Hose sciences of grammar^ logic, and rhetoric; 
ptuiiiefl ntterly unwortlLy of the fieriDus labour of

the profoimd patbog^ tbe impatient pmiod, leap¬ 
ing Ikun point to point and leaving the inter¬ 
vals for the liKii'er to the comparatiTEly 
Kebmized and iinelttbomtn idiom, had little in 
thein of attraction for the students of phrase 
and syllogism j and the chief knowledge of the 
age boeatne one of the chief dtambliug-blDcks 
to its religion. 

§ Cli Hat it Was not the gKmmmrian and 
logifim nloofi who was thus retarded or per¬ 
verted j in them there bad been smalt loss, 
nm men who eoaid truly appreciate the higher 
excel] enccs of the classics were tanried away 
by a current of euthosiaain which withdrew 
them flxim erery other rtady.

The sehotor of the Bijteeiitli eenturyt ^ 
the lightning f^bLuing from the ea^^t unto the 
thonght fortiiwilh of Jnpiter, not of the 
coming of the‘S<iti of Man; if Lt the moon 
walking in bright neiis, he tlionght of Diana, not 
of the throne which wajs to he otftnblisbefl for 
ever ha a faithfnl witness in b^ftveTi ^ and though 
biei heart wn* bat Reeretty enticed^ yet thiiA he 
denied the (iod tliat is above.*

the hegiimiiig of the eleventh century, the gwid 
Doge Ketro Orsaolo II, left in his will the thirtl 
of hifi entire fortime “ per la lestn della hlarifl;" 
and in the fonTteenth centniy, ho many people 
L-ame from the rest of Italy to ece it, that special 
police regiilaUoDS were made for it, tmrt the 
Couuril of Ten were twice summonetj before 
it took place.* The expense laTiahwl upon it 
fieems to have mcrefk&ed till the year 1379, when 
all the reanorceit of the repahiic were required 
for the terriblB war of ChitMtsa, pmi all feHtivity 
waa for that time pcit an end to. The issae of 
tlto wiir left the Venetians with neither the 
power nor the dispoBiLion to restore the fadivnl 
on its ancient scale, and they seem to have heen 
nshamed to exhibit it in reduced splendonr. it 
wne entirely abolished.

I haveno doubt, the 
principal figures have been. rcpointHl; bqt 
as die coloois are faded, arid the subject dis- 
gOiftuig, f have not paiii this tact ore .^ulEdent 
attention to any htiir fiir the mjxiry extends; 
nor need any one spend time uiwp it, unless 
after having first examined all the other 
Tintorets in Venice. All tho great Italian 
pointers apjtear iaaonsible to the feeling of 
diflgnst at disease; but tliis study of the popu¬ 
lation of an bospitid is witboat uny pobts 
of contrast, nod 1 wish Tintoret hod not con¬ 
descended to paint it. This ond the six 
preceding juuntiiigs have all been on interest- 
ing,—I believe chiefly owing to the observ¬ 
ance in them of Sir .losbun’s rule for the 
heroic, “ that drapery is to be mere drepery, 
and not mlk, nor ^dn, nor brocade." How* 
ever wisn such a rule maj- bo when applied 
to works of the purest reli^ons art , it is nny- 
tbiug bnl wiso aa respects worta of colonr. 
Tintoret is never cpiite himself uBlesB he boa 
ftir oar velvet, or mb sttriT of one sort gt the 
other, or jewels, or armour, or something that 
he can pat play of ei»lom- into, among hiB 
figures, aud not dead folds of timtey.wolsey; 
and I believe that even the best pictaree'of 
IMTiielle and Angelico are not a little helped 
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bj ttirir bemB of fDbe=, jewcUod crowns, 
copes, and m on; and Llie pIctUFei^ Lbnt Inive 
notMiig of lliL~ kind iii tliOEn^ iis for 
the Tmn-ifigTirjtioii," sire to my mintl net 
a lit tie dull.

The 
first twOj equal to the latter In energy^ h&rl 
leas love of liberty i they were fond of binding 
their eompcssitioiui into knots, Tintoret of 
Bcnttering hla fkr and wide t they nli alike 
piTserro the onity of compositiaiL, but the 
nnity in the first two is nbtikined by bindingi^ 
and that of the last by sjuinging one 

aoufte ; and, together with this feclmg, comes 
hifl love of space, which makes Mm leas regonl 
the toimdlng and form uf objects Lhemaelves 
than their relntJonB nf light nnd shiuie nnul 
distance.

Bnt there is 
II prnlmbQity in Tintoret s eonoeptfon- We 
feel that it is not ini|K>8aib!e that there 
Bhoald come up a swarm of thoHO fiomll 
wing^ed reptiles; and their horror is not 
diminisbed by their fimalliiessi not that, they 
have any of the grotesque torriblenbaa of 
Gemum inventLoii; tb^ might have been 
mode infiDitely uglier with synall pains, hot 
It is their vcr/firfcfmcss which moke^ them 
awful. They have triangular hpads with 
sharp beaks or mnKiIeB j and short, rather 
thick bodies, with bony proc^se^ down the 
back like those of storgeons j and small wings 
spotted with orange and block j and rounil 
glaring eyeSj not very brge^ but very ghntlly, 
with an intense delight in birlng esprefised 
in them. (It is observable that tile Venetian 
pcLinter has got his main idea of them from 
the seiirhoTsefl and small reptilw of the 
Lagoons.)

Bjaong the crowd of minor figures which fill 
the haekgronnd of the pkrure. The tone of 
the whole ia euher and roajotic in the Ijigheat 
degree; the drt-sses are all hrood masses of 
coloiu'j and the only parts of the pLctuie 
which lay cLilm to the eiprassion of wealth 
or aplPtulDor are the hcaii-tire@es of the 
wnmeu. In this uaipect the coneeptioB of 
the scene diffeni widely Dfom that of Veronese, 
and approaches Hmre nearly to the probable 
truth. Still the nmrringe is not an iinim- 
purtant cme; an immense crowd, filling the 
huekgionnd, forming snperbly rioh ‘ mosaic 
of coluur agniiuit the distant sky. Taken sti 
u whole, the picture ia perhaj* the most 
perfect ecuiiple which hiimiUi art has pro-

Tintorel, anrl mnuli more of other coloarists, 
cithor the light imd shade or tho local colour 
is predoBiimot t in th« one cusb the pim^ 
baB a tendencj to kit as if painted by 
BintiklighL, in the other it hefomefi daniJglj 
coQTEntitnaiil, and npproacbee the ctmditimiR 
of glMS-painting.
